HELD FOR U. S. AUTHORITIES 


One Employed at Chemical Works, 
and Other Was There Until 
Few Days Ago. 

Franz Fonseca, 917 Mallinckrodt street, 
and Otto Bischoff, 807 Bremen avenue, 
unnaturalized Germans, were arrested 
by policemen last night and are held for 

the Federal authorities. 

The arrests were based on informa- 
tion that Fonseca and Bischoff had been 
heard, talking about explosions and 
about going to Mexico. 

Fonseca is employed at the Mallin- 
ckrodt Chemical Works and Bischoff 
also worked there until 10 days ago, Po- 
licemen searched the basement of Fon- 
seca’s home and found a quantity of 
chemicals. 

Edward J. Brennan, chief investigator 
for the Department of Justice, today re- 
fused to discuss the arrests.

U-BOAT MENACE 


Lloyd George Says Best Brains 
of Two Nations Are Concen- 
trated on Problem. 


NEXT JOB TO BE DONE 


British Premier Declares Tide of 
War on Land Has Turned 
in Allies’ Favor. 


LONDON, April %.—In a speech at 
the Guild Hall today, Premier Lloyd- 
Georges discussed the military situation, 
the Irish question and others of the 
major problems with which the Gov-| 
ernment is now engaged. The Premier's 


speech was in acknowledgment of the 
conferring on him of the freedom of 
the City of London. Referring to Ira- 
land, the Premier said: 

“We must convert Ireland from a 
suspicious, surly, dangerous neighbor 
to a cheerful, loyal comrade. Settle- 
ment:of the Irish question is essential 
for the peace of the world and essential 
to a speedy victory in the war. I ap- 
peal to the patriotism of all men to 
sink everything for the one purpose 
of getting this question out of the way. ’ 

Lloyd George paid a tribute to the 
financial community, through the 
help of which, he said, British credit 
had survived the financial panic of 
the early days of the war. This com- 
munity, he said, took an honorable 
part in the triumph of the last war 
loan, which was the mort remarkable 
financial exploit ever witnessed. 

Says War ‘Vide Is With Britain, 

After alluding to the organization 
of the ministry of muaitions, the 
Fremier said: 

“Now, thank God, our men have a 
real chance in the fight. The story 
now is very different from what it 
was in the early stages of the war. 
Before June, 1915, we lost 84 guns 
and a considerable number of prison- 
ers. Since that date we Lave not lost 
a single gun, while we have captured 
409. Regarding. prisoners, we have 
taken at least ten to one. The tide 
nas now turned. Victory is coming 
ir-creasingly nearer. 

“During the ‘first 18 days of the} 
Scinme battle we captured 11,000 pris- 
oners and 84 guns. During the first 
18 days of the Arras battle our cap- 
tures were 18,000 men and 230 guns, 
whLile we gained four times as much 
Ground. This meant not only ulti- 
mute victory. It meant victory is go- 
ing to be won at less ‘oss, and our 
chances are growing as our equipment 
is improving, and the Germans know 
it. That is the explaiation of the 
Cespair which has. driven them to 
black piracy on the high seas. 

"This is the next job we ‘have to 
deal with. Our minimum problem is 
to feed a population of 45,700,000 in a 
country. which is not self-supporting, 
tc provide the necessary miaterial and 
fuod to equip our armies and keep 
the seas free for the transport of the 
troops of ourselves and our allies. 
That has had to be done against the 
swarm of pirates moving unseen un- 
der the trackless seas, since the Ger- 
mans determined to sink al! craft in- 
diecriminately without warning. 
Trere is no doubt we have lost many 
ships, but they: brought America in 
and I am perfectly satisfied with the 
balance. America, after great pa- 
tience, came to the conclusion there 
was no use of waving » reutral flag 
in the teeth of a shark, and she is 
definitely with us to put down this 
menace once for all. 

“The best brains of America and 
Britain are concentrated on this prob- 
lem. There was never a human problem 
which was not soluble and I don’t be- 
lieve this is an exception to the rule.” 

Million Fresh Acres Seeded. 

Dealing with the effort of the Gov- 
ernment to make the country selfsup- 
porting, the Premier said that as a re- 
sult of the guarantees to the farmer and 
the farm laborer a million fresh acres 
of land had been brought under culti- 
vetion, which was equal to producing 
2,000,000 tons of food. 

“I do not say that the war is going 
to» continue through 1918,'’ Lloyd George 
went on, “but we must take no chances. 
We have taken far too many. If the 
German knew that by holding out until 
the end of 1918 he could win, he would 
hold out; but if he knows that the long- 
er he holds out the worse it will be for 
him peace will come much earlier.” 

The Premier said the Government was 
taking stepa for the harvest of 1918, and 
that if the plans were carried out there 
would be 3,000,000 more acres of land un- 
der cultivation and no one would starve, 
but the country must help in husbanding 
foodstuffs. 

“We have got to economize our ship- 
ping until we have discovered a method 
of destroying this ocean basilisk,’’ said 
the Premier. He then outlined the steps 
already taken in this direction. He 
added that the Shipping Controller had 
made arrangements under which Great 
Britain would get three times, perhaps 
four times, as many new ships this year

Summing Up in House.

In every war, he said, some 
Americans had put every obstacle in the 
way. . 

“The extreme pacifist always has been 
with us.”” he said, “and frequently he 
hampered operations of the Government 
in and out of Congress.’’

“Under systems of universal! obliga- 
tion to service in war time,’’ he said, 
“these men were trained for jsut such 
an emergency as that which confronts 
them today.

“There must be no blunders like those 
made in the past. Every man between 
21 and #4 years old must know that he 
is liable to be called during the progress 
of this war. His country will determine 
when his services are needed and will 
notify him in proper time. That fs the 
democratic, fair, equitable way.” 

Today's Senate Debate. 

In the Senate the bill was taken up 
today under an agreement to reach a 
final vote by tomorrow night. Sena- 
tor Jones of Washington, a Republican, 
opened the debate, supporting a selec- 
tive draft. 

“The man who must conduct the war. 
our Commander in chief, urges it as a 
wise and necessar¥ m2asure now,’ aaid 
he. “The military authorities almost 
without exception urge it. The Senate 
Comnmittec that has fully examined into 
it recommends it. The lessons of this 
great war point to it as a wise course 
Why should [I not vote for it?” 

The Washington Senator said that he 
knew many of his constituents are 
opposed to the selective draft, but that 
he believed those constituents expected 
him to weigh and consider questions and 
perform his duty. 

Senator Kenyon said he expected to 
support the bill, but wanted exemptions 
in favor of men in employments of 
military value changed so that the power 
of enforcing such exemptions would not 
be in the hands of military men alone 
He approved the La Follette aménd- 
ment for civil tribunals to pass upon 
questions of exemption. 

Wants T. R. Sent to France, 

The Iowa Senator declared he favored 
also an amendment which would permit 
Col Roosevelt to go to the front in 
command of American troops, 

“It would be an inspiring thing,” he 
said, “if Col. Roosevelt could lead a 
division side by side with the tri-color 
of France. Nothing would help bring 
the war to a speedy end as much as 
that. But they say it: would demofalise 
our army. It seems to me it would de. 
moralize the army of the enemy more.”

BERLIN, via London, April 27.—A con- 
fidentia!l statement in regard to the prog- 
ress of submarine warfare has been_siade 
by Vice Admiral von Capelle, inister 
of the Navy, to the Reichstag main 
committee in the discussion of the naval 
budget. An official statement regard- 
ing the Minister’s communication was 
given out here today, showing that he 
told the committee the success of the 
submarines continued to be great and 
their losses small. 

Reports already at hand showed that 
a favorable result could be expected for 
April. The reduction of tonnage at the 
disposal of hostile nations, he sa‘d, was 
taking place with mathematical cer- 
tainty, thereby increasing the lack of 
foodstuffs.. 

The Minister continued: 

“Notwithstanding the sharp censor- 
ship in entente countries, sufficient news 
has reached us to show that the U- 
boats have hit a vital nerve of Englard 
and, through her, of her allies. The 
| (London) Morning Post of April 16 says 
that the number of English boats rea'ly 
sunk has been kept secret, but that the 
scales are inclining toward Germany 
and that this gain probably will in- 
crease in mathematical progression. 

“This is significant. The navy has 
fully realized the expectations on which 
the proclamation of the sea barrier was 
based and it has no doubt ¢hat in a 
conceivable time England will suffer 
the consequences.”’

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=JBAYONET IS BRITISH ARM) 
OF LAST APPEAL IN BITTER 
FIGHTING WITH GERMANS 


Positions That Resist Day Attacks Are Won 
by Night Charges, Where It Is a Man- 
to-Man Battle With Steel 


WITH THE BRITISH ARMIES IN 
FRANCE, Via London, April 27.— 
Despite all the wondrous war weap- 
ons modern science has created, the 
cold steel of the bayonet has as-~ 
serted itself anew in much of the re- 
cent bitter fighting as the arm of 
last appeal. As already related, the 
struggles about Monchy-Le-Preux 
since Monday have attained an in- 
tensity unequalled by any of the 
fighting in the Somme campaign last 
year. 

.There was one German position 
north of the town paralleling ¢the 
Scarpe river which resisted four des- 
perate attacks. It was finally de- 
cided to take this position at the 
point of the bayonet without a shot 
of any kind being fired to rob the 
attack of its surprise nature. The 
attack was made along a three quar- 
ters of a mile front under cover, of 
darkness. 

Advance in pasknens. 

The British battalions were formed 
in comparatively close order and at 
the whispered word of command, re- 
peated along the line, trudged for- 
ward into the night. Grim and si- 
lent figures they were, some in kilts, 
some in plain khaki, each man wear- 
ing a steel helmet, each having a firm 
grip on his rifle with fixed bayonet, 
the polished surface of which how- 
ever caught no reflecting light in 
the enveloping darkness. 

Overhead shells were droning and 
back of the lines guns could be heard. 
But it was only a desultory bombard- 
ment going on and there were fleet- 
ing intervals of strange quiet just 
where the determined line of British 
troops was approaching their unsus- 
pecting gray-clad foes. 

Four unsuccessful daylight assaults 
had left a touch of chagrin which 
was to be wiped out in this “getting 
of a man” there is little more to tell. 
The sound of the fighting in the 
trenches was lost in the British bar- 
rage which closed down some dis- 
tance behind the German position im- 
mediately the British signalled they 
had entered the position.+ This bar- 
rage cut off any German who at- 
tempted to flee from the bayonet 
charge. Thus, in ten minutes with 
the silence bayonet was secured a 
position which had held out for two 
days. 


“Kamerad” Ruse Employed. 
The bayonet also has come in ef- 


fectively in dealing with the ever 
troublesome machine gun and gun- 
ners. A few brave men, stealing out 
in the night have been able to ac- 
complish much.

“kamerad” ruse, suddenly standing 
up in the shallow trenches and hold- 
ing up their hands and shouting 
across to their opponents that they 
would surrender. Two battalions be- 
lieving in the sincerity of this pro- 
posal started across to- bring in the 
prisoners, but were immediately at- 
tacked. 

Incidents like this have helped ma- 
terially to give the element of bitter- 
ness to the fighting to a degree which 
has startled even those men who have 
been in the battles since the first 
German rush through Belgium. 


Trained With Bayonet. 
The British have given unceasing 


attention to the bayonet fighting drill 
in the last two years. The month of 
training in England has been supple- 
mented by post graduate courses in 
the great training camps in France 
and continued as the units passed 
down through the corps into divisions, 
brigades and battalions. The night 
before the Arras attack some ser- 
geants could be heard giving their 
platoons last instructions. One of 
these groups formed a curious pic- 
ture in the moonlight where all the 
air was electric with preparations 
for the coming clash at dawn. 

Traffic along the road leading toward 
the point of eontact with the enemy 
suddenly ‘stopped because of a tem- 
porary block. The throbbing motor 
engines were throttled down to an al- 
most inaudible purr; the tired horses 
dragging army wagons or artillery limb- 
ers stood with the stillness of nearly 
exhausted animals. Their drivers’ head 
dropped limp as they snatched a few 
moments of sleep. The mystic sort of 
silence which settled down was broken 
by the racuous voice with which Ser- 
geants always impress their wondering 
subordinates. 

Sergeant Instructs Men. 

This particular Sergeant’s men were 
facing each other for thrust and parry 
exercise.

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ENLISTMENTS FOR 
NAVY IN ST. LOUIS 
29 BELOW QUOTA 


Only 271 Men of 1200 Wanted 
Obtained Since Campaign 
Opened April 1. 


Two hundred and seventy-one recruits 
for the United States Navy have been 
obtained, up to this morning, in the re- 
cruiting campaign which began April 1, 
for the raising of a quota of 1200 men, 
assigned to St. Louis and the St. Louis 
district. This district includes all Mis- 
souri except Jackson and Buchanan 
counties (Kansas City and St. Joseph), 
and the southern part of Illinois. To 
fill up the quota, 929 men are needed. 

The time for raising the quota ends 
one week from tomorrow. Mayor Kiel, 
in a proclamation issued yesterday, 
called attention to the fact that the St. 
Louts district is the “fourth from the 
bottom’ in the proportion of its quota 
which has been raised. He called for 
enlistments, to rid St. Louis of the re- 
proach of being a “slacker city.”’ 

In his proclamation, the Mayor used 


pound numbers and so made the num- 


ber recruited somewhat larger, and the 
number still to be raised smaller than 
it is. The text of his proclamation is: 
Mayor's Proclamation. 
‘Your country needs 90,000 men for the 
navy immediately. 
“St. Louis, especially, and the rest of 


Missouri with the exception of Jackson 


and Buchanan counties, and the south- 
ern part of Lilinois, have been requested 
to furnish 120 men—this district's share. 

“We are-today 900 men short of our 
quota, and we have only seven days 
more in which to recruit them. The 
fourth city in the United States in pop- 
wlation is the fourth from the bottom 
in recruiting for the navy. This fact, 
shameful! as it is, has been sent through- 
out the nation. 

"Therefore, it is the duty of every 
resident of St. Louis, the center of this 
recruiting district, to do everything in 
his and her power to bring in this city’s | 
share. 

“More than 100 men should be recruit- 
ed in St. Louis each day. I appeal to 
every citizen to do ‘his bit.’ If you can- 
not join, if you have no son to offer, 
vou can speak an@ advise some ambi- 
tious, clean youth te Visit the navy re- 
eruiting office, 114 North Seventh street.

George Seibert, president of the Re- 
tail Merchants’ Assocfation: Con- 
scription is the only plan to raise an 
army. The other way takes the fel- 
lows who will work first, and leaves 
the loafers, who are no zood, at home. 

The Rev. George W. Allison, First 
Baptist Church: I strongly favor con- 
scription. It is the logical conclusion 
of democracy.

The 
volunteer plan always has been a 
failure. 

W. R. Raney, physician: I spent 
three months on the western front 
with the Red Cross, and I know that 
conscription is the only practicable 
plan.

Candidates for commissions as reserve 
who are expected to supply 
10,000 officers for the first half-million 
troops called to the colors, continued to 
present themselves this morning at the 
United States Army Recruiting Office,

In all 91 applicants have been accept- 
ed here and notified’ to present them- 
selves May 8 at Fort Riley, Kan., where 
they will receive three months’ inten- 
sive training. The examinations began , 
yesterday. 

Maj. George W. Goode who, with Capt. 
Wallace Craigie, composes the exam- 
ining board at the army recruiting of- 
fice, stated that of the 200 men to 
be trained at Fort Riley about one-third, 
or 833, have.been allotted to Missouri. 
St. Louis’ quota, on a basis of popula- 
tion, would be 215. Thus far Maj. Goode 
has . received 141 applications, mostly 
from St. Louisans. 

More Men Desired. 

There is room at Fort Riley for. sev- 
eral hundred more, and men willing to 
take the course are urged without delay 
to obtain application blanks from Maj. 
Goode, fill them out, and send them to 
the Commanding General, Central De- 
portment, Federal Building, Chicago. If 
the applications are approved there the 
candidates will be notified by mail 
where to present themselves for exam- 
ination. On passing the test, they will 
be. eligible for the course, all the ex- 
pense of which, including transporta- 
tion, food and clothing, is borne by the 
Government.

Camp fer Four s&s 
The encampment at Fort "Tiley will 


represent the four states of Missouri. 
Kansas, Oklahoma and Colorado. Other 
camps in the Middle West beginning 
May 8 are two at Fort Benjamin Harri- 
son, for Indiana, Ohio and Kentucky; 
two at Fort Sheridan, for Illinols, Mich- 
igan and Wis¢onsin, and one at Fort 
Snelling, for Minnesota, lowa, North 
and South Dakota and Nebraska. Each 
camp will receive a maximum number 
of 2500 attendants. 

The object of each camp is the train- 
ing and selection of officers for a full 
division and one additional cavalry regi- 
ment. The attendants will be divided 
into 16 infantry companies for the first 
month, and all will be trained alike for 
that period. At the beginning of the

WASHINGTON, April 27.—Rene Viv- 
iani, France’s Vice Premier and head of 
the war mission, in a statement to the 
American press yesterday, said the co- 
operation of the United States would 
mean not only a military victory, which 
already was assured, but a victory of 
morality and right. Expressing deep 
gratitude for the enthusiastic recep- 
tion given his mission here, M. Viviani 
said he realized it was ‘“‘not to us, but 
to our beloved and heroic France.,”’ 

M. Viviani’s statement to the Wash- 
ington correspondents follows: 

“I promised to receive you after hav- 
ing reserved, as elementary courtesy 
required, my first communication solely 
for the President. I have just had the 
honor, which I shared with other mem- 
bers of the mission, of being received 
by him. 

“T am, indeed, happy to have been 
chosen to present the greetings of the 
French republic to the illustrious man, 
whose name is in every s#rench mouth 
today, whose incomparable message is 
at this very hour being read and com- 
men¢ed upon in all our schools as the 
most perfect charter of human rights 
and which so fully expresses the vir- 
tues of your race—long-suffering pa- 
tience before appealing to force, and 
force to avenge that long-suffering pa- 
tience when there can be no other 
means.

Patrolman Ray Cummings of the Cen- 
tral District, under suspension as a po- 
liceman and as secretary of the Police 
Relief Association, today was formally 
summoned to appear before the Board of 
Police Commissioners in the afternoon 
for trial on a charge of making a false 
report to Police Chief Young. 

The report, made about a week ago, 
was one in which Cummins denied all;% 
knowledge of efforts to collect $8 sioed t 
each of 1625 policemen, to be given to 
Attorney Joseph Crites of Rolla and 
others who worked for the passage of 
the police salary increase bill in the 
State Legislature. 

After making this report Cummins is 
said to have admitted to President Man- 
sur of the Police Board that he was 
active in raising the fund, He also told 
reporters he would take full responsi- 
bility. . 

Six witnesses have been summoned for 
the trial, among them being Patrolman 
William McCormack, who is known to 
have collected more than $400 for the 
fund. Detectives who have said they 
paid $8 each to Cummins, and Sergeants 
who paid their contributions to McCor- 
back also have been summoned. 

Cummins will be entitled to a continu- 
ance if he desires it. If he should be 
found guilty the board could dismiss 
him, fine him or give him demerit 
marks. 

The Police Board does not contemplate 
making an investigation as to contri- 
butions made by policemen to political 
campaign funds laet fall. The Thomp- 
son Police Board at that time ruled 
that policemen might make such con- 
tributions. 

No basis has been found for pub- 
lished assertions that reports being made 
by 1625 policemen relative to the salary 
bill furd are being deleted and disterted 
by district Captains. The only basis 
for this allegation is that in the Carr 
street district Patrolman Putnam, in his 
salary fund report, added the Mine: 
“T did not Contribute to any campaign 
fund last fall."’ This line was ordered 
stricken out by Capt. Singleton as ir- 
revelant. Captains of All districts today 
seid they had made no changes in thé 
men’s salary fund reports.

That Country to Share Equally 
With Italy in America’s Aid 
to Allies in War. 


By Wire From the Washington Bu- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, April 27.—Belgium is 
to share the bounty of the United Statcs 
on an equal footing with other nations 
at war with Germany. 

The amount to be loaned to the Be!- 
gian Government has not been definitely 
determined, but it will approximate $5), - 
000,000, about the same sum which it is 
proposed to loan to Italy, whose needs 
are very pressing. 

Belgium and Italy come first in the 
calculations of this Government, with 
Russia next. Negotiations are proceed- 
{ng between Washington and Petro- 
grad, through Arnbassador Francis, t« 
determine the sum the new Russian de- 
. mocracy requires at once. While ‘in 
official circles there prevails an earnest 
aesire to give the preference to France, 
for sentimental and practicu! reasons. 
her momentary needs are not so acute 
as are those of Belgium, Italy and 
Russia. 

The recent loan of $150,,000000. nego- 
tiated by France in this country, and 
for which she was compelled to pay a 
high rate of interest, has temporarily 
relieved her requirements in the money 
line. But France is to be treated gen- 
erously. She can ask anything within 
reason and it will be provided witn 
the greatest pleasure by the United 
States. Just what she does need wil! 
be determined at the conference to be 
held between Secretary McAdoo, M. 
Viviani, the executive head of the 
French Commission, and Ambassador 
Jusserand. 

The French Government has indicated 
its desire to have any help from this 
Government to take the form of a loan 
on equal conditions with its allies, in- 
stead of a gift, such as has been pro- 
posed by many thousands ef citizens as 
an appreciation of the great service ren- 
dered by the people of France during 
the struggles for American independ. 
ence, 

The original plan constdered by this 
Government was to turn over to Great 
Britain a large part of the $3,000,000,000 
set aside by Congress for the twofold 
purpose of increasing the pressure on 
Germany and relieving the necessities 
of her enemies. Since the coming of 
the British and French Commissions, 
however, the Government has decided 
to deal directly with each nation. The 
suggestion that this be done is under- 
stood to have come from the represen- 
tatives of Great Britain, who expressed 
the desire to be relieved of the burdens 
which their country assumed since the 
beginning of the war in financing her 
allies. 


Belgians Give Dinner for Whitlock. 

HAVRE, April 27.—The Belgian Cab- 
inet yesterday gave a dinner in honor of 
Brand Whitlock, the American Minister 
to Belgium, to welcome his arrival in 
Havre. Baron Beyens, the. Belzian kor- 
eign Minister, in the name of the Bel- 
gian Government, proposed a toast to 
President Wilson and to the honor of 
the allied Americans,

WORK FOR THE NAVY. 
The navy must be recruited by the volunteer 


system, not only for this emergency, but for the 
war. No provision is being made for a selective 
draft system for the navy. The number of men 
it needs is so much less than required for the army 
and its service is so attractive that it is not be- 
lieved conscription will be necessary. 

The young men who volunteer for the navy will 
not be drafted into the army. hey will avoid 
conscription and will rank as volunteers. 

The quota of the St. Louis district is 1200 men 
of whom 900 are lacking, with seven days remain- 
ing in which to recruit them: St. Louis should 
easily supply 100 men a day for this service. 

One of the worst features of the volunteer sys- 
tem are the bitter anti-slacker campaigns in 
which men of honor, patriotism and sensibility are 
unnecessarily humiliated. It frequently hurts 


men who are not eligible and drives to enlistment | 


men who should not enlist, at least, until other 
groups less useful in other fields and with less 
home responsibilities are exhausted. 

We do not believe there is need for this kind 
of a campaign in St. Louis. There is need for en- 
ergetic, systematic work in finding the young men 
who ought to enlist and impressing upon them the 
duty and privilege of serving the country in the 
ravy. There are thousands of this class in St. 
Louis and the surrounding district. 

As the Mayor suggests, St. Louisans who cannot 
enlist or who have no sons to offer should urge 
young men friends who are eligible to enlist. 

Every St. Louisan can and should help in this 
work. Let us prove that there is no lack of pa- 
triotic spirit and willingness to serve in any field 
where service is needed.

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‘*FOOD HOGS.’’ 

War and possible food stringency has brought 
to the front a new kind of patriot, the patriot 
who ‘conserves’ the food supply by filling his 
cellar for his own benefit. The number of these 
patriots and the extent of their “conservation” is 
only limited by their purchasing capacity, the 
quantity of foodstuffs on the market or the will- 
ingness of dealers to sell to them. 

The effect of this sort of patriotism is to pre- 
cipitate precisely the condition which the coun- 
try is trying to escape. Cellars of the few filled 
with food means mouths of the many not filled 
with food. Full cellars here and there mean 
empty cellars everywhere else. Buying up and 
storing food creates an artificial scarcity which 
imposes a8 many hardships as real scarcity. 

Many grocers, more patriotic than their cus- 
tomers, are refusing to sell them supplies in the 
quantities they desire, but in many cellars and 
pantries staples enough to last for months are 
stacked up. The resultant scarcity, even though 
it is artificial, forces the prices higher and high- 
er. Poor people who cannot afford to fill their 
cellars have to pay the artificially produced high 
prices. 

Distributors of food products say that there is 
enough, with possibly a few exceptions, to supply 
the reasonable needs of everybody until the next 
crops are available, if each takes only his own 
share. The present serious shdrtage of some 
staples and the prospect of greater scarcity -are 
caused by those who take their own shares and 
the shares of others.

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A SHOW-DOWN IN PATRIOTISM. 

The lamentable showing on the part of the 
Bast is the conspicuous feature of a comparative 
statement issued at Washington on volunteers 
for military service from the different states. 

The comparison is. made, of course, according 
to population, the only way such a comparison 
could be made. Missouri’s war quota of new 
recruits is placed at 6586, of which it had fur- 
nished, in the third week after the declaration 
of war, 12315, or 19.9 per cent. Missouri, in the 
list of 48 states, stands thirteenth in the per- 
centage of recruits furnished, a low enough rank, 
but no Eastern state stands higher. Indeed, the

much farther down the list. 
New York has furnished 2677 recruits,"but with 
its great population this was only 14.6 per cent 
of the quota assigned to it and its rank is twenty- 
fifth. No THastern state except Pennsylvania 
stands above New York. Massachusetts is 
thirty-fourth and Maine thirty-sixth. Vermont 
makes the poorest showing of all, having fur- 
nished but 18 of the 710 recruits expected of her, 
or 2.5 per cent, and standing forty-eighth. 

The contrast with this showing of the West, 
and especially the Far West, is striking. Nevada, 
first in the list, had furnished 94.4 per cent of its 
quota. Oregon, Indiana and Utah stand next: 
Illinois is fifth. Kansas, supposedly pacifist, is 
sixth and Georgia seventh. The South, outside 
of Virginia, the Carolinas and Mississippi, which 
are about on a level with the average in Eastern 
states, makes, in fact, an excellent showing.

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A PROVEN FAILURE. 
During the period from April 1 to 24—more 
than three weeks—the Government had received 
$2,007 enlistments for the army by the voltnteer 
system, out of 184,000 called for. In short, in three 
weeks and three days, 16.1 per cent of the men 
sought for had been recruited. 

If enlistments continued at the same rate it 
would take, at least, five months to obtain a full 
quota of 184,000 men. But the rate of enlistments 
invariably ‘diminishes with time.

After the men have been enlisted idee must be 
trained for months. About a year would be re- 
quired to recruit and train an army of 184,000 
men. ; 

How long would it take to enlist and train 
1,000,000 men by the volunteer system? While the 
mossback, addlepated Senators and Representa- 
tives who oppose the selective draft bill are prais- 
ing the volunteer system and demanding a test of 
it the proof of the failure of the-volunteer system 
is written in the recent records of the Government 
recruiting stations. It is written in the recent 
experience of England as it has long been written 
in the pages of history. 

The volunteer system of raising armies is a 
demonstrated failure. 
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THE REICHSTAG SENT HOME. 

The Reichstag met under conditions very sim- 
ilar to those under which the Duma met six weeks 
ago. Industrial strikes, food riots, demands for 
political reforms, protests against the conduct of 
the war were all expressions of various forms of 
national unrest. Violent demonstrations and il- 
luminating exposures were predicted for the ses- 
sion of the Reichstag, just as they had been pre- 
dicted for the session of the Duma. Then, to make 
the parallel complete, the imperial authorities 
prorogued the Reichstag until May, just as the 
Duma was prorogued to delay an impending crisis. 

The German temperament differs from the Slav- 
onic. Perhaps democracy is not yet nerved to 
strike at Berlin. But after the blows autocracy 
has received of late and with the Petrograd prece- 
dent so fresh, it must have required all the as- 
surance German imperialism possessed to dam 
up the outlet of discontent by sending the Legis- 
lature home. 
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REMEDIES FOR PRICE EXTORTION. 
A congressional inquiry into prices results in 
this verdict: 


No just ground exists for such prices as are 
demanded of the consumer for many products 
at this time. 


Misleading reports as to shortages, held-up ship- 
ments and speculative market manipulation are 
assigned as contributing to the extortion practiced 
on the public. How much prices are influenced 
by foreign demand and how little relief would be 
given by an-embargo can be inferred from the 
finding that potatoes, eggs and onions, of which 
exports are almost negligible, have scored the 
greatest advance in prices. 3 

Is there no need to supplement national meas- 
ures for the control of markets by local agencies? 
Probably some time will elapse before protection 
on a country-wide scale is afforded the public as 
@& necessary part of the war program. While con- 
sumers are being heavily penalized in the mean- 
time, does no duty rest on State Attorney-Generals 
and county prosecuting officers, backed by a for- 
midable body of law? 

A writ in equity restraining collusive advances 
may be made an effective antidote to exorbitant 
prices. What~-would have happened if the Circuit 
Attorney had resorted to this remedy to save the 
public from the hardship of high prices in this 
market? What would St. Louisans be paying now 
for sugar, if he had instantly applied it to the 
sugar dealers, whose advances were made, as the 
Posi-Dispateh has showed, in defiance of enlarged 
visible supply? 

One of the advantages of such proceedings is 
that they often give results long before they are 
concluded. Prices come tumbling down as soon 
as the application for the writ is filed. 
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You look to the navy to save the United States 
from invasion and the navy looks to you to man 
its fighting units. The navy will do its part; will 
you do yours? 
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GERMANY’S OFFICIAL MOTHERS. 
There are apparently credible reports reaching 
this country from Prussia that in that land of 
superior culture the Government has recurred to 
certain social practices. of the 30 years’ war to 
retrieve as far as possible the losses in popula- 
tion. 

Reverting to the German author, Anton Gindely, 
in his history of that period, he gays: 

The greatest difference betwéen the armies 
of the Thirty Years’ War and those of-a later 
date is found in the fact that soldiers then 
took their wives and children with them. : 
* * * The relation of the soldiers to their 
wives varied in strength and ;cordiality ac- 
cording to the person; in general they were 
rude alliances, which accident formed. and 
disso: ved. 

Gindely says that toward the close of the war 
the army of women and children who followed the 
soldiers had multiplied beyond belief; and it was 
this population that was looked upon as in part 
making good the losses of the war. 

The discipline of modern armies absolutely for- 
bids such encumbrances today and it occurs 
only in such backwood states as that of Mexico, 
for example. The expedient Germany is said to 
have adopted today, however, is an official ignor- 
ing of the institution of marriage, while preaching 
the universal obligation of motherhood, to supply 
the fighting strength of the next generation. 

It is difficult to believe the truth of these stories 
and yet in a monarchy, still adhering to the prin- 
ciples of Roman polity, which so exalt the state 
as an entity above and distinct from the individ- 
ual, it is wholly logical that the sanctity of mar- 
riage should yield to the state’s need of fighting 
men. In such a system of government it is the 
supreme duty of the people to make every sacri-

But there are cer- 
tain things about the making of menus, 
the values of different kinds of food, 
and the buying of these foods, which, 
when once learned, will make it possi- 
ble for women to manage their house- 
holds far more successfully than they 
do at present. : 
“To do this, we are giving these 
courses, under the instruction of some 
of the best experts we can find. We 
want women to know how to buy, wher 
to buy, and when to buy, to the best 
possible advantage. This work should 
be done in every community. 

“Women will find, as we have found, 
that merchants are giad to give house- 
wives the information they need.- This 
is especially true with manufacturers of 
household materials and fabrics of all 
kinds. 

“Once let them realize that Women 
want better goods and better foods, ana 
are G@etermined to know about them, we 
have found them eager to co-operate 
with us in giving that knowledge.’’. 

‘“‘Merchants tell me,’ said Mre. Mabol 
Durrell Bradley, instructor in millinery 
and dressmaking in the School of Do- 
mestic Science and Art, “that, just as 
s00n as women desire serviceable mate- 
rials, they can get them. The merchants | 
will not buy pure silks, all-wool cloth | 
and cottons with fast colors, because 
women do not seem to care about their 
wearing quality, so long as they can 
keep up with the changing styles. ‘Wha: 
you have to do,’ said a silk manufac- 
turer to me, ‘is to educate the women 
to want good silks; then we will furnis” 
them.’ 

‘This can best be done through the 
schools and clubs. Already some of the 
schools are introducing courses in the 
study of fabrics, and this should be 
done in all the public schools. Women 
can never buy intelligently until they 
know something about the manufacture 
and properties of the different fabrics. 
Until that time, a few facts which ev- 
ery woman may learn about fabrics will 
help her in her buying. 

‘“Anvone who gives thought to 
knows that it is easier at présent to 
get silks than it is to get woolen gar- 
ments. The great wool-growing coun- 
tries of the world today are not raising 
wool to export. And it is the same, with 
laces and linen goods, so silk is reall; 
the economical fabric to buy. 

“Soveral facts, however, about silks 
the housewife should know. The cheap 
silks which crack so easily are weighted 
with metallic stuffs which are taken up 
in the dye, and these rot the silk. che 
presence of these minera!s in silk in ex- 
cess forces the merchant to sell the 
goods after a certain fime. 

“So we have the great ‘bargain sales 
of silk.’ If every woman would take a 
sample home first, and put it through 
a simple test, she would not so often 
get hold of weighted silk, and find her 
dress rotting out during its first sea- 
son. If the silk is weighted, when you 
apply a match to the sample it will burn 
slowly. If pure silk, it will burn into 
a gummy ball and will smel! like hair 
burning. The presence of metals causes 
the slow ignition. To test for wool, rave! 
the edge and apply the fire test. The 
woo! burns, slowly, and the cotton like 
wood. 

“The adulteration of woo) is even 
worse than that of silk. The 'nanufac- 
turers put into it what is known as 
‘shoddy.’ It is a preparation of old 
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Agriculture at, Washington, absut fab- 
rics of all kinds, and almost any of the 
many subjects about household manage- 
ment upon which she may need light. In 
fact, so varied are the resources of in- 
formation open to the woman who is 
determined to carry on her business cf 
home making inteliigentiv, that there 
really is little excuse for unpracticai 
household management.’

Aisne i~nd the Marne, some 98 miles 
east-northeast of Paris, as the 
guide-books have it, Hes the city of 
Rheims. Those who knew it in the days 
before the war would hardly recognize 
in the ruined city of today the famous 
old town, whieh centuries of history 
have endeared to the heart of the 
Frenchman. But “Resurgam’’ is writ- 
ten over Rheims just as surely as it is 
written over every other blackened ruil: 
in Northern France. 

Rheims has a long history. Many 
years before the coming of the Roman, 
in the century before the Christian era, 
the town known to the Romans by tne 
name of Durocortum was a place of im- 
portance. It was, in fact, the capital 
city of the Remi, the people who made 
voluntary submission to .Rome, ani 
earned the special favor of their con- 
querors by their fidelity throughout the 
many Gallic insurrections which mark-+¢ 
the early days of the Roman occupation. 

During™the centuries which followed, 
Rheims, inscommon with the rest of the 
world, enjoyed the benefits of the pax 
Romana: but, with the decay of the 
empire and the steady withdrawal of the 
Roman legions, its troubles began. 

The Consul Jovinus, an _ influential 
supporter of the new faith egtablished 
by Constantine, repulsed the barbarians 
invaded Champagne in 336; but, 
years later, the Vandals cap- 
tured the town, and Attila, the Hun, 
afterwards put it to fire and sword. 
Tt was rebuilt, of course, for the burn- 
ings of cities in those days were -te- 
garded as almost necessary incidents 
in their histories, and in 496 Clovis, 
some timeé@ after his great victory at 
Sotssons, was baptized at Rheims. 

Soon afterwards the wonderful legend 
of the sacred phia! of oil, which was 
believed ta have been brought by a 
dove from, heaven for the baptism of 
Clovis, began to find acceptance. 

The phial was preserved in the Abbey 
of St. Remi, and the oil from it came 
to be used for the consecration at 
ttheims of the Kings of France. It was 
here, with oil from the sacred phial, 
that Joan of Arc caused Charles VII to 
be consecrated, in 1429 

By the Tenth Century, Rheims had 
become a center of intellectual «culture. 
The famous Archbishop Adalberon, aid- 
ed by the monk Gerbert, founded at 
Rheims schools where ‘‘the liberal arts” 
were taught, and to the schools ol 
theims the poor clerk from far and 
near found his way as surely as to any 
and every seat of learning. anywhere. 
which offered him food for thought. 

So, as a place of learning, as the seat 
of the premier Archbishop of France, 
and’ as the holy place of the French 
monarchy, Rheims waxed in _ import- 
ance. Its progress, however, was any- 
thing but peaceful.

During the foreign invasions of 1514. 
Rheims was taken and retaken; whilst

In the Rheims of today, in spite of 
all that the German guns have done. 
the outstanding feature is the great 
cathedral. Before the war, it stood 
easily head and shoulders above the 
rest of the town, and its two great 
towers, albeit scarred and shot-ridden, 
still rear themselves °67 feet above the 
street below. As for the remainder of 
the old landmarks, the Mars Gate, th> 
archiepiscopal palace, the celebrated 
Church of St. Remi, and many others, 
there is scant record as to how they 
have fared.

Boil a 
small piece of the goods in caustic pot- 
ash. The linen turns brown, 
cotton remains white. When 
table linen, one should avoid buying too 
stiff fabrics. This sizing. or starch, is 
often used to cover up defects in the 
weave. With cotton the weave and the 
dve are the principal things to be con- 
sidered. If you want material to wear 
it must be mediumiy fine. I have found 
that washing colored fabrics in a strong 
solution of sait water and drviig before 
washing “with soap, helps to prevent 
fading.

NEGRO SEGREGATION LAW TEST 
CASE BEFORE SUPREME COURT 


St. Louis Among Cities Concerned in 
Ruling by Highest Tribunal on 
Louisville Suit. 


WASHINGTON, April 27.—Validity 
of negro segregation ordinances in 
many cities was argued today before 
the Supreme Court. The test case 
was that upon the constitutionality 
of the Louisville, Ky., ordinance es- 
tablishing residence zones for whites 
and blacks. 

Baltimore, Richmond, St. Louis Ana 
many Other cities have similar ordi- 
nances, whose fate depends upon the 
court’s decision in the present case. 
Attorneys representing city authori- 
ties, improvement organizations and 
negro societies appeared. 

The Louisville ordinance prohibits 
negroes from occupying résidences in 
a block in which whites reside in a 
majority, and also prohibits white 
citizens from residing in a block 
where the majority of residents are 
negroes, 

The case was argued once before in 
the Supreme Court, but no conclu- 
sion was reported and arguments to- 
day before a full bench were ordered.

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HOUSE DEBAT 
WAR ARMY BILL 
AT NIGHT SESSION 


Many 


Speeches Are Made for 
and Against Selective 
Conscription. 


WASHINGTON, April 277. — Many 
speeches were made in Congress yes- 
terday on the administration army war 
bill, the Senate discussing it throughout 
the day and the House continuing its 
session until 2:30 this morning. 
Representative Graham of Pennsyl- 
vania sharply ;criticised Speaker Clark 
for saying th@t Missourians saw little 
difference between the terms conscript 
and convict. 

“Shame on the man who would use 
such language,” he said. “God knows 
that many a man who is just as brave 
as any of us has not volunteered.”’ 

Representative McCormick of Illinois, 
supporting the draft, declared members 
should pay no attention to whispers on 
the floor as to probable effect of their 
votes on the political future. 

“Of what consequence is the existence 
of any of us,’ he said, ‘“‘when the life 
of soldiers, the present security of the 
republic, and its future peace may hang 
on our vote.’”’ 

In the House the administration forces 
are confident the volunteer advocates 
will be routed by a majority of between 
40 and 50. With the volunteer substitute 
out of the way, the majority for the bill 
is expeeted to be overwhelming. 

Former Speaker Cannon will be among 
those talking five minutes for the vol- 
unteer system. Republican Leader 
Mann, who favors conscription, probabl’ 
will not speak, nor will Democratic 
Leader Kitchin, who is understood to 
oppose the draft. 

Stone Speaks for Bill. 

Senators Hale, Beckman, Mvers and 
Stone supported the administra‘! on bill 
yesterday and Senator Sherman opposed 
it. Senator Stone, who concluded the 
day’s debate in the Senate, said thax 
although he opposed the declaration of 
war, he would vote with the President 
for conscription. He said he believed, 
however, the bill should be changed to 
make the ages of those subject to draft 
21 to 40 instead of 19 to 26 and that it 
should contain a provision that the Pres- 
ident, when peace is declared, must give 
up his authority to raise an army un- 
der it. 

‘“‘We are needed on the battle line of 
Europe,’ the Missouri Senator contin- 
ued. “There must be no halting at 
home. The President thinks the time 
is past for experiment. I agree with 
him. It is imperative that we act at 
once and get ready with the least pos- 
sible delay. I am for that plan which 
will most certainly, speedily and effi- 
ciently meet the demands of the hour. 
Pass this bill and he will forthwith 
enter upon a plan that will not be ex- 
perimental: its success is assured from: 
the beginning.” 


“At War With German People.” 
Senator Myers predicted that it might 


be necessary for the United States to 
recruit 5,000,000 men before victory is 
won. 

“War on paper and of dollars only 
would be a disgrace and make Amer- 
ica a byword and reproach through 
hisiory,'’ he said. ‘I believe the Kaiser 
would rather blow the world into smith- 
ereens than see defeat. I do not draw 
a line between the German Government 
ani German people. We are at war with 
the German’ people who largely share 
the Kaiser's determination to win the 
war at all costs.’’. 

Representative Madden of [Illinois an- 
nounced that he and Senator New of 
Indiana would offer amendments to the 
army bili to provide, notwithstanding 
the exemptions it enumerates, ‘each 
state shall be required to supply its 
quota in the proportion that its popula- 
tion bears to the total population of 
the country.”

The Junior Citizens, at a meeting in 
the old art Museum at Nineteenth and 
Locust streets last night, voted to take 
drills in military training under H. C. 
Simmons, Scoutmaster of the Boy 
Scouts. The mentbers of the organiza- 
tion will meet Simmons at the Jeffer- 
son Memorial May 6 for their first drill. 

Simmons, in a speech to the members, 
suggested that all vacant lots in St. 
Louis should be planted to gardens, and 
urged the Junior Citizens to do their 
share, as the Boy Scouts are doing.

“People out here have expressed sur- 
prise that our friendship with the 
French has stood the test of nearly 
three yeags of war, but this is not sur. 
prising, for the war is not a war of 
races, but a war of ideas, and we ere 
fighting together against an armed doc- 
trine. We love the French soldiers and 
I think the affection is mutua]l—widely 
different as we are in characteristics.

Other speakers were N. W. Rowell, a

in Cobb and William Hard. Job EF 
Hedges was the toastmaster. 

Appeal by Gerard. 

Gerard made an impassioned appeal 
for universal military service. It is 
the only thing which can save the na- 
tion from Prussian militarism, he de- 
Clared. He called upon every publisher 
present to send a telegram to his paper 
directing that it come out flatly for the 
administration bill and support it by 
every means in his powen By so 
doing, he said, ‘‘you gentlemen will 
break a lance for the cause of freedom. 
We can’t go into this war with velvet 
gloves. We have got to have this bill.”’ 

Germany is from 100 to 200 years be- 
hind the times in liberty and democracy, 
Gerard asserted. ‘There may be riots 
there,” he said, “‘but there will be no 
revolution.”’ 

Referring to Germany's military am- 
bitions before the war, Gerard said Ad- 
miral Von Tirpitz had openly advocated 
the seizure of the coast of Flanders as 
a base for operations against England 
and America. The Von Tirpitz party 
now is in the ascendency, he said. Ger- 
mans of all types, Gerard explained. 
advocated bringing England to her 
knees, seizing her navy and using Brit- 
igh warships to operate against the 
United States, thereby forcing this 
country to pay all the expenses of the 
conflict. 

He placed emphasis on the Ruasian 
situation, and asserted that if Russia 
withdraws from the war, or if it acts 
ineffectively, the United States. will be 
brought face to face with German au- 
tocracy.

Chamber of Commerce Compiles 
Statement in Connection With 
Plan for Future. 


In connection with the referendum 
vote that is being taken by the Cham- 
ber of Commerce to determine whether 
it shall raise $30,000 for repairs of the 


annual deficit, or shall petition for tne 
erection of a civic auditorium owned 
and operated by the city, a statement 
has been issued setting forth the history 
of the institution and the service it has 
rendered to the community. 

The Coliseum project was started in 
190 as a civic undertaking. The Busi- 
ness Men’s League, now called the 
Chamber of Commerce, raised subscrip- 
tions of $101,000. The plans were altered 
and the board of directors borrowed 
$100,000 on their personal notes in order 
that the city might be provided with a 
suitable building. When it was opened 
in October, 1908, the directors borrowed 
another $45,000 on their personal notes 
to pay for turnishings. 

Later $15,000 was spent for equipment 
and the building now represents an in- 
vestment of $350,000. 


Uses to Which peeing Put. 
Since its opening it has been occu- 


pied 578 afternoons and 739 nights, clas- 
sified as follows: Trade shows, 199 aft- 
ernoons and 218 nights; conventions, 
afternoons and 149 nights; public meet-| 
ings, 13 afternoons and 28 nights; enter- 
tainments for charity, 102 afternoons 
and 154 nights; balls, circuses, horse 
shows and miscellaneous, 117 afternoons 
and 739 nights. Most of these entertain- 
ments could not have been held if there 
had been no Coliseum. 

During the eigpt years that the building 
has been open its earnings have been 
$320,418.88, supplemented by $33,453.08 sub- 
scriptions and donations, making a to- 
tal of $353,861.96. The expense of main- 
tenance and operation was $149,129.%, 
leaving a profit of $204,732.11. The over- 
head expense was $202,337.27, leaving a 
net profit of $2394.54. 

This means that the average deficit, 
exclusive of unpaid bond interest of 
$22,666.25, is $31,048.24, or an average of 
are $3881.08 annually. 


There Have Been Deficits. 
The yy ee feel that they have faith- 


fully managed the company’s business 
and that the deficits have been due 
to the physical construction of the build- 
ing, which made it difficult to rent it 
for conventions and attractions, and 
they think it is unjust that they shoul.

Early Market Is . Higher, 
Selling Wave _ Follows; 
Closing Is Uncertain.

NEW YORK, April 27.—The Evening 
Post, in its copyrighted financial review 
today, says: 

“The irregularity into which the stock 
market lapsed today was partly a nat- 
ural sequel to the week's vigorous spec- 
ulative rise—the tendency always being 
to readjust accounts as the week draws 
to a close—and partly due to increased 
recognition of various pending uncer- 
tainties. One of these was suggested by 
the curious morning news dispatches re- 
garding the possible sums required for 
our Government to finance its allies. 
The tax proposals, too, began to be dis- 
cussed today more definitely. There 
was nothing discouraging in the war 
news. . 

Big Loans a Factor. 

“It is reasonable to suppose that the 
statement from Washington, in this 
morning's newspaper dispatches, that 
the United States will probably be called 
upon to provide $40,000,000 to $500,000,000 
a month for its allies, was a conjecture 
of the correspondents. The recent esti- 
mate of the British exchequer, con- 
curred in by well posted New York bank- 
ers, was that the purchases of materia!s 
in this country by the allies had 
amounted at its maximum to 10,000,000 
daily. This is a handsome total, but it 
is very far below $500,000,000 asmonth. 

“There is no reason to believe that 
the purchases have increased since the 
statement of Bonar Law. On the con- 
trary, they have lately decreased; chief- 
ly because of the piling up, at shipping 
points, of supplies already delivered, but 
for which no sufficient transportation 
facilities can be obtained. 

“Tf the $600,000,000-a-month conjecture 
were correct, it would mean an issue of 
$6,000,000,000 United States bonds for a 
single year’s financing of the allies. The 
law as it stands limits the use of the 
public credit for such purposes to $3,000,- 
000,000. It was observed, when the law 
was enacted that the last-named sum 
would not cover a full year’s purchases 
of American material at the rate of 
$10,000,000 per day. But that roused no 
criticism, for the double reason that the 
purchases were known to be slacken- 
ing and that it was generally believed 
that our Government’s advances would 
in the main be measured by the extent 
to which the creation of American cred- 
its had hitherto been found necessary in 
financing the allies’ purchases. 

“Their actual placing of their own 
securities in our markets for the pur- 
pose slightly exceeded $1,000,000,000. dur- 
ing the twelve-month past. Our Gov- 
erninent would probably lend more, be- 
cause the gold shipments to New York, 
which settled part of the past year’s 
bill, were from our viewpoint needless- 
ly large. But no plausible construction 
of the purposes of this new plan of 
financing (short of loans to the allies 
for their home expenditure) could war- 
rant any such estimates as those put 
out this morning.”’

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LENINE AUDIENCE DRIVEN 
QUT BY PETROGRAD CROWD 


Protest Against Exhortation for Ces- 
sation, of War and His Attack 
on Government. 


PETROGRAD, April 2%, via London, 


April 27.—A small riot was precipitated 
last night when a crowd drove the 
audience of the Socialist Lenine into 
the street as a protest against his ex- 
hortations for a cessation of the war 
and his attacks on the provisional Gov- 
ernment. A score of Lenine’s followers 
were arrested but the agitator himself 
remains at liberty. 

Lenine, who recently returned from 
exile through Germany, has become the 
leader of a faction of Socialists who 
seemingly desire the cessation of the 
war regardless of the consequences to 
Russia. He is living in the palace of 
the famous dancer Kahesinska, a former 
favorite of the Emperor, from the. bal- 
conies of which he daily and nightly 
harangues his followers. 

It is generally believed that he is in 
the pay of Germany and, at any rate, 
his return, facilitated as it was by the 
German Government, leaves little doubt 
in the minds of the great majority of 
Russians that he is working for a sepa- 
rate peace at the instigation .of Ger- 
many. His activity is permitted by the 
Government, which fearsg that his ar- 
rest would make him a martyr and 
that he is tess harmful at liberty.
